CARGO ON FIRE. 


Thrilling: 
Experience 
of the 
Steamer Worstley Hall. 


A BIK Sbipnient of Cotton Afire Wblle 
the Vessel is Far Oat 
at Sen. 


NKW 
YORK, Oct. 2(5—The British 
steamer Worstley Hall, Captain Cam- 
eron, put into this port this morning 
«vith her cargo on fire. She was bound 
from New Orleans for Havre, and left 
the former port on October 16. On 
the morning of October 23, when the 
steamer was 550 miles east by south of 
Sandy Hook, during a strong southerly 
gale, smoke ;was found issuing from, 
the ventilators under the bridgie and 
an 
examination 
showed 
that the 
cotton stowed in the forward hold, and 
which constituted the major portion of 
the cargo, was on fire. The ship was at 
once put before the wind, in order to 
lessen the draught, and the hatch was 
lifted. 
The 
smoke 
was 
over- 
powering, but the SiBKalse 
sailorp, 
impelled by fear of the ship being 
consumed and encouraged 
by the 
example of the officers, set manfully to 
work and managed to hoist about 
twenty bales of cotton and pile them 
up on the deck. The ship was rolling 
with the heavy cross sea that was run- 
ning and soon a huge wave broke over 
the side and washed the bales over- 
board. As the work of breaking out 
the cargo seemed too hezwdous in the 
face of the high sea, Captain Cameron 
decided to flood the hold. The hatehes 
were battened down, hose was intro- 
duced into the hold, and the fire pumps 
started. The water coming into con- 
tact with the fire produced steam, 
which added to the smoke and sicken- 
ing oder of the burning cotton poured 
into the cabin and drove all hands 
on deck. 
As soon as the hatches 
were battened down the ship was 
headed for New York. As the water 
poured into the hold the ship sank 
down by the head and took a decided 
list to starboard, so as to impede the 
ship's progress 
considerably. 
The 
decks grew warm with the fire, but not 
unbearably so. It WM found necessary 
to batten the cabin doors, as the steam 
and ^moke were stifling and it was 
impossible to enter there. 
When the 
Worstley Hall arrived at quarantine 
all hands were worn out with work and 
anxiety. It may be necessary to scuttle 
the ship to put out the fire. At present 
the Worstley Hall is anchored off 
Cliffton, Staten Island.

SPOKE TO STDDENTS. 


Bryan Visits t h e CoUegre From 
Which H e Graduated, 


CHICAGO, Oct 26.—The Pacific eleva. 
tor at Hines street and the North 
Branch of the Chicago river burned 
this afternoon. 
A large amount of 
grain was stowed in it. The iiames 
threatened the large malting house of 
Hales & Curtis, adjoining and the ten 
extra fire engines were called Elevator 
A and elevotor B. of the Pacific Eleva- 
tor company, were destroyed with other 
small buildings 
The loss will ap- 
proximate $1.500 000. By 1 o'clock 
this a'ternoon the fire had assumed 
such dangerous porportions that a gen- 
eral alarm was turnc d in. It had by 
this time cpread to several smail frame 
buildings itaed as weighing oflBces and 
these were soon destroyed. 


The heat from the burning elevators 
was terrific and finally compelled the 
abandonment of four lines of hose, 
which had been run into the boiler 
roohi of elevator A. 
Five 
firemen 
of company No. 33 nearly lost their 
lives 
while 
fighting 
the 
flames 
from the roof of the office, a small 
briok buildinic in close proximity 
to one of the elevators. 
Notwith- 
standing the fact that the roof had 
caught fire and was burning beneath 
them, they stuck to their pos{ until 
suddenly the roof fell from beneath 
them. Five of the men were close 
enough to the edge of the wall to grab 
it ahd it were left hanging there as the 
roof fell in. The other three went 
down but held to the hose and were 
rescued with great difficulty. 


The Pacific elevator was composed of 
three separate buildings, 
each six 
stories in height. 
Elevator A was the 
first to go, and then elevator B caught 
fire. 
Burning timbers were carried by 
the high winds and for a time it was 
thought many other buildings in the 
vicinity were doomed. 
Heavy lines of 
freight cars standing on the tracks 
were removed as fast as possible.

CANTON. Ohio. Oct, 26.—This is the 
last week of the campaign, and it 
opened with six delegations echeduled 
to visit Major McKinley from as many 
states.

The first to greet M»jor McKinley 
came from Indiana and was composed 
of the railway men's gold £atndard 
clubs of Seymour, North Vernon and 
Washing ton, Ind.

A man in prison, who gave evidence of 
reformation, should be released on 
parole, and a place of work found for 
him. On the other hand, a hardened 
criminal, who could not be trusted, 
should not be released to prey upon 
society.

DESTRUCTION IN HIS BRAIN. 


InTcntive Geaiiis Wants Milliona For Ap- 
pliances of War. 


The most unique claimaut the gov- 
ernment has had to deal with for years 
fhas just presented his case. His name 
is Joseph Custer, and his home is St. 
Louis. He demands from the govern- 
ment ihe trifling sum of $30,000,000 as 
payment for the use of a gun which he 
claims to have invented, and which he 
says was adopted by the secretary of 
war. 


It is not generally known that Mr. 
Ouster is the inventor of the rifled can- 
nou. Such, however, is the case. 
The 
rifled cannon, however, is only one of 
the ideas which he claims the govern- 
ment has filched from him. 
Fodlowing 
upon it, as a natural successor, was the 
"pioneer shot." 


This is an immense bullet, so con- 
structed as to afford accommodation for 
two or three men. When it is fired into 
the enemy's lines, the bullet will do 
considerable damage. Some small holes 
permit the pioneers to make a survey of 
the surroundings. 
If conditions are fa- 
vorable, they touch a spring, which re- 
leases them from confinemeint, and they 
ravage the enemy's country. 
If condi- 
tions are not propitious for ravaging,they 
remain in the strong shell secure from 
attack. Within the bullets are stores of 
provisions, and also a few lanterns, Mr. 
Custer having figured it out that the 
bullet might sometimes be used on 
nights when the moon does not shine. 


Mr. Custer propoees als» to attach 
knives to bullets, so that tihe(y will cut 
telegraph wires. To again string wires, 
they will be attached to bullets and 
fired back into their resjpective places. 


The most formidable weapon devised 
by Mr. Custer is a gua which wäll shoot; 
in all directions at th« saxuie time, so 
that the enemy will be'struck, no matter 
where it stands. The plans and specifi- 
cations for this and ojEher devices of Mr. 
Ouster are now somiewbere in the de- 
partment of ordnanice of the United 
States army, or else they are in the 
hands of the board of fortifi-cations.. Mr, 
Ouster does not know which. 


For three years Mr. Custer has been 
endeavoring to regain possession of the 
papers, but the government knows 
good thing when it sees it aud will not; 
loosen its hold ou the dtocuments. 
Mr. 
Ouster has now writteta to Secretary 
Francis. 
Mr, Francis comes from St, 
Louis, aud Mr, Custer hopes the secre- 
tary's regard for his fleliow t»wnsman 
will induce him to have the cteim paid.

found myself in sympathy with the 
republican party and have been with it 
ever since. 


"I have respected the opinions o 
Grant and Blaine and many other 
leading republicans 
on t the 
silvar 
question and have been and am now 
bimetallist. 
Say what we may, the act 
of demonetizing silver was not open 
and honorable legiclation. 
All the 
papers of the country at the time it 
was found out denounced it. 
General 
Grant rf joiced in the discovery of great 
silver mines in Nevada because he 
thought they would enable the nation 
to pay its debts, not knowing t ^ t 
months before he had signed a bill 
demoneti z'ng silver. 
That is the only 
bill that I can recall that no One is 
willing to i^athei ! 


* The outcry against demonetization 
was so great that something had to be 
done and probably a majority of boih 
houses would then have favored r a- 
monetization. As a compromise matter 
the Bland-Allison act was proposed. It 
provided foj the 
remonetization of 
silver when iti r:?ached a parity with 
gold, but before« it was passed this 
clause was somehow stricken out. Had 
the bill remained in its original form it 
is probable that this parity would liave 
been réaehied. for those owning bullion 
would have held it back for the higher 
larice. The fact should also be toted 
that beginning with its demonetization 
there has been a correspondiog declitie 
in othfr values so that the bullion 
value of silver, now meatured by. the 
values of other things, has not declined, 
but, of course, the value o' gold as 
compared with silver has doubled. 


"There are two sides to this, as to all 
other questions. 
The men who deal in 
money, who study the subject from the 
money s'd 
whose wealth is in money, 
naturally want dear money. 
They are 
the creditor claeses. . On the other side 
are the debtor olawes, the property 
classes, the people^ and these natural y 
fvant property to be dear, and it must 
always follow that when money is dear 
property is cheap. 
Practically, one- 
halt of the value has gone out ot the 
property of this country in the past 
twenty years. 


"We may move along by compromis- 
es, but in my judgmett 
the final 
solution, the only remedy is in restot'- 
ing the one-half of the world's monej^ 
that has been demonetized to 
it(< 
primary uses, or, that we, or other 
nations come back to the bimetallic 
basis. 


"I say other nations because this is a 
world question, and if not settled now 
the difficulty is only postponed, for it 
wili have to be settled four or (igbi 
year» hence. 
My judgment is that tbii« 
coun 'vy is able to handle tho question 
itself without waiting for the concur- 
rence otf other governments 


"The/e are only 17 500 000.000 of gold 
and silver coin and bullion in the 
world. 
The manufacturing interests o' 
this country in the year 1889 amounted 
to $9,000,000.000, or $2,000 000 COO more 
than the mom y of the world 
Add to 
this the »gricaUural and all the other 
vast intereni-« of the country and the 
gold and silv^er of the world would not, 
perhaps, be more than 10 per cent. 
I 
believei that the remonetization ot sil- 
ver by the United States would hasten 
and practically compel the same action 
by the governments of Europe, nor do 
I believe there would beany such panic 
in this country as many lear 


"I can see how in the crisis that has 
been reeched In business from the long 
strain 
under 
demonetization, 
many 
men, pressed to the utmost limit of 
endurance and feeling that they are at 
the point where they can endure no 
more, are afraid of anything that possi- 
bly might add to their burdens and yet 
the issue has to come some time. 
It 
seems lo me it might as well be met 
now and settled. 


"As a humanitarian 
I have always 
stood and must now stand with the 
people, and 1 believe their condition 
would be vastly improved by a return 
to the old money of the constitution 
This strui^gle for the rights of man in 
this world has been long and hard 
The battle for civil and religious liberty 
^ has b ^en largely won. 
We do not want 


to sia iia this free iiouutiy tbe aivisiija 
between masses and classes. 
The cen- 
tralization of wealth and power carries 
the possible elements of great danger 
and if the wealthy classes, the money 
owners and dealers, could be made to 
see it, it is for their interest as well as 
that of the people to plan for the larg. 
est public prosperity. 
The question to 
me has a deep, moral signiiicance. 
1 


look not to the present alone, but to 
the years to come. 


' it is a surprise lo many of my best 
friends and to some, perhaps, a sorrow 
that i am not with them in this cam- 
paign. but 1 must be true to my judg- 
ment and conscience. 
I regret ex- 
ceedingly that 80 many pulpits have 
felt it to be their duty to preach 
partisan politics. 
It will be a sad day 
for this country when partisan issues 
come into religion."

"We protest against the action of the 
Hon, Richard Seddon in monopolizing 
the positions of premier, colonial treas- 
urer, postmaster general, minister for 
customs, minister for native 
affairs, 
minister tor labor, minister in charge 
of the government life insurance de- 
partment, member of the Globo assets 
board, as well as being advisory di- 
rector of the Anglo-German gold min- 
ing syndicate, as not being consistent 
with his professions of 
democracy." 
Even if this told the whole story It 
would be an Interesting example . of 
multifarious activity. But it does not 
In addition to the above offices Mr. 
Seddon fills a score 
of 
others, sub- 
sidiary and supplementary, the names 
and character of which would be un- 
intelllgble to one not familiar with the 
politics of New Zealand. 
No man in 
modern politics falls so little short of 
being'"the whole thing." His days are 
full of business. 
In his capacity of 
premier he must recede reports frôm 
himself of the colonial« finances, cor- 
rect his own schedules of customs, and, 
if need be, rebuke himself for defective 
collection and administration 
of cus- 
toms. 
It then devolves upon him to 
give audience to the postmaster gen- 
eral, himself, concerning needed appro- 
priations and reforms in the depart- 
ment of postoifflces and post roads. He 
must then resolve himself into 
the 
minister for labor and confer with him- 
self concernl-ig the even 
perplexing 
questions which come up in that im- 
portant department. Having then dis- 
missed a few "papers, laid by his own 
hand upon his own desk, concerning 
government life insurance, Anglo-Ger- 
man mining syndicate affairs, Globb as- 
sets and Maori land questions, he has 
the rest of tihe day for the demands of 
his private business and social affairs 
His evenings are presumably free for 
his family. 


It is perhaps unnecessary to state 
that Mr, Seddon is a hustler. 
He is 
not yet seventy and looks less than 
sixty. He has all the springiness and 
activity of forty. He was not trained 
to diplomacy, but possesses the advant- 
age of perfect knowledge of the colony 
which he may be said to rule. 
This 
latter he has gained by à lifetime of 
hard worli spent among all classes of 
the people and in all branches of ac- 
tivity. 


New Zealand, one of the fairest of 
the British colonies, is 
perhaps 
the 
liveliest and most up to date. 
It led 
the world in woman suffrage and is 
joint author of the 
so called 
Aus 
trallan ballot law. It is the paradise 
of labor organizations, and its wOrk 
ingmen are better organized than those 
in any other country. This fact gives 
added importance to the protest above 
quoted. 
Another fact of like import 
is that Mr. Seddon has- long been the 
"workingman's friend" in New 
Zea- 
land. 
He is rugged, democratic, un 
ceremonious. 


But the oldest and most perplexing 
problem in New Zealand politics is thé 
I'native" question, which involves the 
relations of th'ë aboriginal Maoris to 
the government. 
The Maoris, unlike 
the blacks in the neighboring colony of 
Australia, have not succumbed before 
the advance of Christianity and rum 
Indeed, they are not blacks at ally but 
belong to the comely, light skinned 
family found in Samoa and Hawaii. 


In the ruder days, before the British 
possession, the Maoris were tremend 
ous fighters among themselves. 
They 
had a system of tribal feuds that is 
feebly reflected in the Sicilian ven

that tho aboriginals are still very much 
In New Zealand politics.

To some extent, since their contact 
with the English, they have learned 
the pleasing arts of diplomacy, such es 
lying and cheating. 


Thu.s, if ]Mr. Seddon had nothing to 
do but attend to the Maoris, he would 
be what is ordiuarily accounted a busy 
man. 
But, as we have seen, this is 
only one budget pigeonholed in his 
capacious and many sided day's work.

The chateau of 
Malmaison, which 
was liie residence 
of 
Josephine de 
Beauharnais after her divorce from Na- 
poleou I. was sold recently to M. Osi- 
ris, the well-known philanthropist, for 
132,000 francs, says the European edi- 
tion of the New York Herald. 
The 
Gau!<>is states that M. Osiris was also 
the purchaser for 4,300 francs of two 
pyramids in red granite, originally at 
the Chateau de Richelieu, which are 
situated on the facade of the chateau. 
The famous billiard table of Napoleon, 
placed in one of the rooms of Malmai- 
son near to that in which the sale was 
held, was sold to a curiosity dealer of 
the Rue le Peletier for 725 francs. 


The land surrounding the chateau, 
with the exception of the park, which 
is sold to M. Osiris, was divided into 
thirty-five lots. These were 
sold 
to 
various purchasers. Comtesse de Bari, 
the owner of the small chateau of Mal- 
maison, purchased one of the principal 
lots. 
The orphanage of Notre Dame 
de Lumiere Eternelle became the pos- 
sessor of twenty-two lots. The 
sale 
which was conducted by the represen- 
tative of Mme. Sourdeau of Bougival 
was attended by a large 
number of 
property owners of the district. 
The 
total 
amount 
realized 
was 200,100 
francs. M. Osiris, interviewed by the 
Temps as to the use to which he in- 
tends to put Malmaison, stat^ that he 
intends to present it to the nation. Be 
fore actually doing so, however, he is 
going to consult certain persons as to 
the best means of honoring the mem- 
ory of Napoleon I. For example, he is 
contemplating the possibility of mak- 
ing lAie chateau into a residence for old 
officers.
